PLAINVIEW — The Hale Coun- 
ty Grand Jury Monday returned 
17 feiony indictments including 
a charge at voluntary man- 
slaughter against the proprietor 
of a private club here. The 
charge stemmed from a shoot- 
ing incident late Sunday* 

Jurors also renewed their in 
vestigation of a list of about 200 
coun ty residents whom Dist. 
Atty, Tom Hamilton alleges 
have made illegal application 
for welfare funds and are not 
qualified to receive the checks 
being delivered them. * 

No indictments were returned 
in the welfare investigation*, in 
which Hamilton is- seeking mis* 
demeanor and felony charges of 
non-support against family 
heads who are illegally receiv- 
ing checks* 

i Hamilton said he plans to file 
charges against 13 persons this 
week and will present (heir cas- 
es to the next grand jury ses- 
sion May 13. Approximately 15 



cases wil I be considered at 
each session* for the remainder 
of the year, Hamilton indicated. 

At the first session in Febru- 
ary, Hamilton reported that 
only one of 15 cases .Investigat- 
ed reflected cases of "valid" 
receipt of welfare. Charges 
were lodged against four per- 
sons- 

Hamilton said he Is unable to 
estimate the amount of money 
involved but hinted following 
the February session that it 
could mount into "thousands of 
dollars/* 

Jack Jackson, 3& of 126 Bull- 
ock St, Plamview, was indicted 
Monday fox voluntary man- 
slaughter in the fatal shooting 
of Mrs. Alma Johnson, 27. 

The incident occurred about 
11:30 p.m. Monday at J. J.'s 
Club on N. Columbia St. where 
Jackson is the proprietor and 
Mrs* Johnson was. an employe. 

Plainview police were called 
to the club about 11:30 p.m. by 
a caller who reported an argu- 
ment at the business. 

When officers arrived, Mrs, 
Johnson was laying in front of 
the ciub with -bullet wounds in 
the head, ann and hip. . ■ 
She was taken to Centra! 
Plains General Hospital where 
she died at 4 a.m.' Monday in 
the intensive care unit. Jackson 
was arrested early Tuesday and
